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Claims 1-5, 9, 10 and 17 are allowed over the art of record. 

Claims 11-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. The specification 
(pages 6-8, 13-14, 16, 19) does not clearly describe the "circuit board" (claims 1 1, 12, 16) and "shift 
registers, level shifters, buffer circuits, and analog switches" (claim 13) so as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to make and use the claimed inventions with the "semiconductor device" of claims 1 
&2. 

This action is FINAL. 

This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this application. 
Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1.113 to this action is limited either to an appeal to the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying with the requirements set forth 
below.
